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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to applicant's amendment and argument filed August 8,2005, 
in which claims 1-8 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 through 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McFachern et al U. S. patent No. 5,536,979 "McFachern". 

Claim 1. McFachern teaches a charging system ( see figure 1) comprising a 
charging device (2) which includes a primarv side coil (9) and an induction core (8) 
which penetrates through a primary side coil (core 8 penetrates coil 9 of figure 1), and a 
portable equipment (1) which includes a secondarv side coil (3) and an insertion portion 
(an opening that inserted core 4 of figure 1) including an opening (7) and containing a 
secondary side coil (9) which allows said induction core to pass there through in a 
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manner to penetrate into the secondary side coil (see column 2, line 52-column 4, lines 
13 and figure 1). McFachern teaches upon insertion ( resting in recess 7,) of the 
portable equipment to the opening item # 7 of figure 1, core item #3 and core item #8 
couples together, see figure 1 ) 

Claim 2. McFachern teaches all the limitations as explained in claim 1. 
McFachern further teaches a power feed portion (charger 2 with power source (1 1 ) is 
power feed portion of the battery item #6 of figure 1 ). 

Claims 3,6. McFachern teaches a portable equipment (1 ) comprising an 
insertion portion (resting recess 7) including an opening through which an induction core 
(8) of a charging device penetrates through a primary side coil (9) thereof, and in which 
a secondary side coil through which the induction gore (8 and 4) penetrates for 
performing charging is contained (see figure 1) 

Claims 4-5, McFachern teaches all the limitations as explained in claim 1 . 
McFachern further teaches a hook shape induction core, depending the position of the 
charge , If the charger is placed on wall then, core 8 can be a hook shape induction 
core, figure 1). 

Claim 7. McFachern teaches installing said charging device (2) passing said 
induction core through said insection portion and holding said insertion portion and said 
induction core together for a predetermined time period (column 2, lines 56-column 4, 
lines 13). 

Claim 8. McFachern teaches fixing said charging device onto a plane 
perpendicular to the ground, passing said induction core through said charging arch; 
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and holding said portable equipment suspensibly attached to said induction core for a 
predetermined time period (see figure 1 and it's disclosure). 

McFachern teaches safty purpose charging indicator light 12 is in place to alert 
the user or shut off the current that flows to the transceiver device , for safty reasons, 
similar to applicant's invention.
